Solicitor Smith said the old bylaw 
made a difference between main and 
branch sewers; the new bylaw put 
both on the same footing. 

Alderman Hatfield thoueht that In 
the bylaw just defeated citizens 
might have expected provisions to 
meet this difficulty, The sewer from 
the subway which connected at the 
Police barracks cost 25 per cent more 
than any in the city. 

Alderman Young said it would be 
injustice to expect property owners 
to pay two-thirds of that cost when 
th® sewer was put in to drain the 
subway. 

Continuing, Alderman Young fav- 
ored the suggestion made tn the press 
the previous evening that a petition 
should be sent to the Lraislative As- 
sembly for power to construct sewers 
when they were asked for by property 
owners, or the health officer saw they 
were neceasary, without appeal to the 
ratepayers. This would be an amend- 
ment to the city charter. In cases 
where it was pulpably necessaryto cof- 
struct sewers, the council should not 
be at the mercy of short sighted 
people.
